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DETAILED ACTION 

The telephonic restriction on 2/10/06 has been withdrawn. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

1. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 6, 7, 9 and 10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

In claims 6 and 9, "generally" is indefinite term. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

4. Claims 1-14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Scheiter, Jr. (5,161,557). 

Scheiter discloses a method and apparatus for washing a vehicle. The reference 
discloses the gantry, the carriage, the spray nozzle, and the support as claimed. See 
the abstract, and Figs. 1 and 2. Re claims 1-4, 7, and 9, see col. 2, lines 22-67, and the 
abstract and Figs. 1-2. Re claim 5, see col. 3, lines 19-47. Re claim 6, see col. 4, lines 
26-65. Re claim 8, see col. 6, lines 39-56. Re claim 10, see col. 3, line 57-col. 4, line 2. 
Re claim 11, see col. 3, lines 24-31. Re claims 12-14, see col. 5, line 34- col. 6, line 9.
